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PREFACE. 



This is an Arithmetic, but is minus the rules and common-place 
illustrations which are so prominent in the ordinary arithmetic. Its 
aim is to assist the teacher, not to stand in his place. Its pages, there- 
fore, are filled with concrete problems, graded to the capacity of the 
average child. The course covers five or six years of the grammar 
school life of the pupil, — say from eight to fifteen years of age. 

It is divided into three books, each book being again divided into 
two parts, with about 800 problems in each part. Book I. is for 
pupils of from 8 to 11 years of age; Book II. for pupils of from 10 to 
13 years; and Book III. for boys and girls of from 12 to 15 years. 

The problems are mostly concrete; (1) because abstract work can 
very easily and quickly be placed upon the blackboard, and (2) because 
it is impossible for any one but the teacher to determine how many, 
under each principle, should be given. 

The problems in each Book are preceded by a few essential facts, 
to be memorized by the pupil ; and, also, by hints and devices for 
the teacher. 

In the selection and arrangement of the problems, we have had the 
help of several successful teachers, now actively engaged in school 
work. We are especially under obligations to Mr. W. E. Eaton, 
Master of the Harvard School, Boston, for his very valuable sugges- 
tions, and to Miss H. A. Webber for her kindly assistance in reading 
the proofs as they came from the press. 
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TO TEACHERS. 



At least one-half of the time spent in Arithmetic by children of 
from 8 to 12 years should be given to oral work. The other half 
should be given to written work, — the time to be about equally 
divided between the abstract and the concrete. 

In the advance of the child from step to step, the oral should 
always precede the written; and in the written the abstract should 
generally precede the concrete. 

While the pupil is solving the problems in Part 1, he should be 
doing objective work in fractions. With the labor in the other 
branches pressing upon the pu il, a year will not be found too long a 
time, in most schools, to devote to this, if a proper amount of oral 
reckoning accompanies it. 

The pupil at this stage of his progress should not be expected to 
have the assistance of his slate in finding the Least Common Divisor 
of fractions ; indeed, it is not wise that he should. He should be able 
however, to add and subtract fractions that are frequently met with, 
** i» i» 4> h etc. ; to multiply a mixed number by a whole number; 
and to find small fractional parts of numbers. 

In the second year of the Grammar school and while performing 
the problems in Part 2, the pupil should become acquainted with 
rectangular surfaces. The work should be entirely objective, the 
purpose being to so impress bis imagination that when he meets, in 
the succeeding year, with problems that illustrate surface measure- 
ment, the computation will be a reality to him and not the mere 
memory of a rule. 

Don't hurry. 

Don't give too many problems at a lesson. 

Don't give large numbers, whether the work be written or oral.

Don't get too far away from the experience of the child. 

Explain and illustrate, if possible, all new words. 

Have a great deal of practice in multiplying and dividing ''men- 
^tally '* by 10, 100, and 1000, preparatory to slate work in the same. 

Remember that the aim of the teacher should be to give the child 
skill in calculating with whole numbers, decimals, and very small 
common fractions. 

Call the attention of the children frequently to the ratio between 
numbers, so that it may become a habit in them to see the relation 
between numbers when solving problems. Children should be taught 
to add numbers placed horizontally as well as in vertical columns.

Several of the problems, (Nos. 36, 40, 92 for instance) can be so 
arranged and added. 

Ratio can be illustrated by comparing the population of the pupil's 
town with other towns ; his slate with other states; the length of the 
river he lives on with other rivers ; also in comparing two quantities, as 
acres of land, number of articles, when the cost of one is given, and the 
cost of the other is to be found. 

In beginning the study of the rectangular surface, have each child 
frequently draw first the square inch and then the square foot upon 
the board ; after that the square yard. Beyond that it is not well to 
go. Then the tops of the seats may be measured and divided into 
square inches ; also the covers of books, the tops of tables, and the 
sides and ends of boxes.
